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THE Royal Borough of Greenwich 
is set to spend an extra £5m on 
fixing and maintaining local roads 
after it awarded a new contract for 
road repairs. 

The money, which will be spent on 
improving road surfaces, laying new 
pavement stones and fitting new street 
signage, will be targeted on 100 roads 
in addition to the Council’s existing 
programme of works. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, cabinet member 


for regeneration and transport said: 
“We know potholes are dangerous to 
cyclists, cause damage to cars and can 
lead to compensation claims against the 
council. That is why we are launching 
this scheme to ensure our roads are fit 
for purpose ahead of winter. 

“It will make big a improvement to 
many of our local roads, going above 
and beyond the repair programme 
already in place - whilst also creating 
jobs for local people.” 

As part of the deal, the successful 


contractor will have to provide training 
through GLLaB for 100 local people in 
order to support the council’s aim of 
making inroads into tackling long-term 
unemployment in the borough.

SATURDAY June 28 was Armed Forces 
Day and events like the one in Woolwich 
gave an opportunity to thank our service 
personnel. 

This is made more pertinent by the 
centenary of the start of World War 
One in August, when we will pause to 
remember all those who have played 
their part, including my own great uncle, 
Private Samuel Wakeham, who was 
killed during the Battle of the Somme in 
September 1916. 

The British collective memory of 
The Great War recalls the death and 


destruction in the trenches of the 
Western Front. However, there is another 
story that should be remembered; the 
story of the home front and the families, 
the women and children left behind by 
those who went off to fight. 

SSAFA (then the Soldiers’ and Sailors’

and women and their families. Today 
we still support some 90,000 people each 
year. 

The bottom line for us is providing 
support - for those who have done 
their bit for our country, and their 
families. They have made their selfless 
contribution and the least that we can do 
is be there for them in return.

Chinese solve maths puzzle 


Polytechnic to become maths hub 
using methods from the Far East 


by Dick Townsend-Smith 


WOOLWICH Polytechnic in 
Thamesmead has been given a leading 
role in ground-breaking plans to 
boost maths teaching for children and 
teenagers all over the country. 

The project also involves bringing in 60 
teachers from high-performing schools in 
Shanhai to promote Chinese-style teaching 
methods in English state schools. 

It follows concerns that schoolchildren 
in this country are falling far behind 
their peers in the Far East, which could 
jeopardise this country’s economic future. 

Woolwich Poly is working with 
Thamesmead’s Windrush and Hawksmoor 
primaries, and is one of just 32 schools and 
colleges in England to take the lead in a new 
network of school-based centres, or hubs, 
designed to improve maths education. 

The programme is backed by £11 million 
from the Department for Education, and 
places schools and colleges in the ‘driving 
seat’ to tailor improvements for their area 
locality, concentrating on just one subject. 

The Poly has been chosen as the lead 
school in the Maths Hub that will cover 
Royal Greenwich and the neighbouring 
boroughs of Bexley, Bromley, Lewisham 
and Southwark. Harris Academy, 
Greenwich, is also participating in a maths 
hub, jointly led by the Harris Federation in 
London. 

The aim is to help teachers improve the 
effectiveness of maths lessons in both 
in primary and secondary schools. The 
project will include an exchange of teachers 
between schools in the hub and in China. 

Two teachers from a local primary school 
will go to Shanghai in the autumn, and the 


Chinese teachers will return later. 

Byron Parker, co-headteacher with 
Tim Plumb, said: “We are delighted that 
Woolwich Polytechnic has been chosen as 
a National Maths Hub. 

“This accolade is a result of the wonderful 
work of our dedicated staff and the amazing 
achievements of our students. We look 
forward to helping raise maths standards 
in other schools across the region.” 

Cllr John Fahy, deputy leader of the 
council and cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “Congratulations to 
Woolwich Poly for being selected to help 
lead the new changes in maths teaching. 

“Their involvement, along with 
Hawksmoor and Windrush, is testimony 
to the commitment of our schools to work 
for improved standards, not just for their 
own pupils but for the wider community 
of schools across Greenwich and in 
neighbouring boroughs.”

Double award surprise for 
community centre leader 


A WOMAN who has played 
a key role in the success of 
Middle Park Community 
Centre in Eltham has been 
honoured by Her Majesty 
The Queen in the Birthday 
Honours list. 

Community worker Lin 
Corbell was awarded the 
British Empire Medal 
last month. She has been 
involved in the centre in 
Middle Park Avenue for 
more than 30 years and is 
currently manager of the 
centre, which is funded 
mainly by the council.

She has worked for 
the centre for 32 years, 
and during that time has 
organised all sorts of 


activities, helping to make 
it a real community centre 
for everyone, from young 
children to pensioners. 

“Lin takes a group 
of children to summer 
camp for two weeks 
every year, and stays 
under canvas with them. 
Woolwich Rotary makes 
a contribution to that, 
paying for transport costs 
and food. The centre runs 
a breakfast club for more 
than 100 children every 
day, and also a supper club, 
and children can go there 
to do their homework.” 

Lin told Greenwich Time:

When I 
opened the letter that told 
me I was getting it, I was 
shocked rigid. 

“For me, the best thing is 
all those people who wrote 
letters of support for me to 
get it.

2. The above restrictions would only apply at such times and 
to such extent as shall be indicated by the placing of the 
appropriate traffic signs. 

3. The Order would come into force on 21 st July 2014 and 
would continue in force for up to 18 months, or until the 
wori<s have been completed, whichever is the sooner. 

4. Whilst the prohibitions remain in force, vehicles would be 
diverted via the A200 Creek Road and Haddo Street

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Boxgrove came out on top in the annual multi-sport event for the 




D ELIGHTED pupils from Boxgrove 
Primary School have a shield to 
show off after winning this year’s 
Royal Greenwich Sportathon, which 
featured thousands of youngsters from 
the royal borough. 

Pupils from most of the borough’s 66 
primary schools attended the event at 
Sutcliffe Park. The top three from each 
of the first four days went through to the 
finals on Friday June 27. 

At the final, Boxgrove scored 1,925 
points across sports hall athletics, 
wheelchair relays and a series of team 
sports, to win gold ahead of their Abbey 
Wood neighbours De Lucy (1,600) and 
Brooklands, from Blackheath, (1,340). 

Brooklands pipped Cardwell (Woolwich) 
to bronze by just 15 points. 

As well as the three scoring sections, 
the youngsters also took part in a non- 
scoring ‘big dance’, run and sponsored by 
Greenwich Dance. 

Meanwhile 24 volunteers helped marshal 
the events. They were students who have 
completed Sports Leaders qualifications 
from Plumstead Manor, Crown Woods 
and London Leisure College, Eltham, 
the latter run by Sportathon organisers 
Greenwich Leisure Limited (GLL), the 
council’s leisure services partner. 

Another volunteer was Stephen 
Greenwood, who became a host for 
the borough at the time of the London 
Olympics in 2012 and has helped out at 
Sportathon ever since. 

Brooklands’ Jo Simpson said: “We came 
third when we did it last year and the 
children were delighted when they came 
back to have their medals presented in 
assembly.” 

She said they had recently had a visit 
from Paralympian, Andy Barrow, who 
played wheelchair rugby, and some 
children - different to those competing - 
had tried out wheelchairs leant by GLL. 

She added: “We’ve got values threaded 
through our PE lessons like respect, 
competition and honesty and also driving 
themselves on.” 

Liz Rabey, PE co-ordinator at De Lucy, 
said: “The children loved the basketball 
hoops. We have them in school, but they 
also loved having a go in the wheelchairs. 

“They were really proud of their medals 
and have been showing them off in 
school. It was the first team we had won 
a medal and last year was the first time 
we’d reached the finals. 

“The children get the idea of team 
play, working together and supporting

The event for Year 3 and 4 pupils, ages 
7-9, moved to the enclosed Sutcliffe Park 
last year, from the Woolwich Barracks, 
which had hosted the Olympic shooting. 

Using Sutcliffe Park, an established and 
well used sports venue, helped to enhance 
the idea of building a legacy after London 
2012. 

Cllr Miranda Williams, royal borough 
cabinet member for culture and creative 
industries, enjoyed taking part in some of 
the events as she toured the Sportathon 
fields. 

She added: “Sportathon has been one 
of the most important Olympic legacy 


achievements. Now in 
its ninth year, it creates 
exciting opportunities 
for young people. 

“We should also 
thank the volunteers, 
because without 
officials who give up 
their time there would 
be no sport.” 

Wheelchair races 
have been added to the 
original programme in 
the past couple of years 
to make the event more 
inclusive. 

This has allowed special

Museum manager Michael Leydon 
explained: “The trench was built using 
an original field manual called ‘Notes on 
Field Defences dated May 1915. It was a 
manual on trench building for beginners 
and effectively explained where to put 
all the materials such as the barbed wire 
and the sandbags.

been working for four or five hours. 

“But both things are what I wanted to 
do and I’m fortunate enough to be able to 
combine them.” 

Amir, who will go into a holding camp in 
Manchester two weeks before the Games,

Borough firefighter hoping Commonwealth 
Games will result in a blaze of personal glory

ANYONE in the royal borough who 
has encountered fire crews from East 
Greenwich station might have met 
an athlete who is heading to the 20th 
Commonwealth Games. 

Hammer thrower Amir Williamson 
insists he is not going just to make up the 
numbers at the event in Glasgow, which 
runs from the end of July to the start of 
August. 

“I’m looking forward to going to Glasgow 
and aiming to make the final and maybe 
get a medal,” said the 27-year-old. 

“I’m definitely looking to make the final 
and then anything can happen - I’m not 
just going for the trip. 

“Among the top eight competitors 
who are going, there’s about 2.5 metres 
between us in terms of how far we can 
throw, which in hammer terms is not a 
great deal. 

“Anything over 70 metres on the day 
would probably win a medal. 

“Training is going really well and I’ve 
thrown a couple of personal bests in 
training recently.” 

England Athletics allowed competitors 
to attain the required standards over the 
past 18 months, during which time Amir 
has thrown a personal best 71.01 metres. 

That meant he was able to concentrate 
on training - ahead of a final couple of 
competitions in the next couple of

weeks - instead of going to the Britisl 
Championships 10 days ago, which wai 
primarily for those seeking selection fo: 
the European Championships later thi: 
summer. 

Amir has been throwing since he was 14 
when he competed in discus for his school 
and won, which led to joining Blackheath 
and Bromely Athletics Club. 

He has since moved to Enfield & Haringey 
and trains at Lee Valley and Norman 
Park, while combining training with 
duties on Blue Watch at East Greenwich 
Fire Station. 

“It’s a bit of a challenge working full 
time, especially with night work. You 
can’t put in PBs in the gym if you have
